The report of Hon. Charles F. Peck, 
Democratic Commissioner of the Unreau 
of Labor Statistics of the state of New 
York, addressed to the Democratic Gov- 
ernor of that state on August 28th, 1892.

This is the report of a Democratic

The business men of the country gener- 
ally are perfectly aware of the evils 
that resulted from the old system of 
state banks, and are perfectly familial 
with the immense benefits of the Na 
tional banking oystem. Since section 8 
of the Hemi.cratic platform demands 
the repeal of the 10 per cent, tax on 
state bank issues, the party is irrevoca- 
bly committed to a return to the old 
system of "wildcat" currency that pre- 
vailed forty years ago. Something hid 
to be said in the campaign book about 
this plank, and therefore Mr. Cieve- 
URaVl ex-Secretary of the Treosuiy wa-j 
calkd upon to say it. 

Mr. Fairchild handles the offensive 
IMtton with gloves, as it were, and by 
the aid of a pair of tongs. He ac- 
kDOWledfW that the National banking 
sy*tem has answered all the expecta- 
tions of its creators. He readily con- 
cedes that a large demand for G 'v. rn- 
ment NMirlttN was created; that IN 
currency has been unifoim; that the 
lOMM (rots discounts and exchanges 
have been light; that the system w»s ©! 
(rreat a-sistance in the struggle for the 
Union; that deposit >rs hare lost little 
and that note holders hive lost nothing. 
These "concessions" are highly impor- 
tant. No sane man conld ever concede 
anything of the kind in favor of the 
old state bank system. 

Mr. Fairchild declares, however, that 
the National banking system mnst t ome 
to an end, anyhow, when the luited 
States bonds mature. It tins apparently 
not occurred to him that there Is any 
statesmanship capable of devising a 
way of retaining Its benefits even alter 
the bonds have matured. This may le 
because be knows there is no such 
statesmanship in the Democratic party. 

The ex-Secretary does not discuss at 
length the peculiarities of the old state 
banking system. He dots not tell how 
every bank had its rate of discount for 
the bills of every other bank; how 
money that was good in one itatc was 
worthless in another; how public confi- 
dence was almost unknown, and how a 
tremendous financial crash came in 
1857 as a result of this '•wildcat" sys- 
tem and of a reduction of the Tariff to a 
low revenue basis. What he does say is 
entirely theoretical. He thinks the es- 
tablishment of state bank Issues would 
be "in accord with the spirit of our in- 
stitutions," and they would give us a 
"more elastic" currency, expanding 
every year when the crops were to be 
moveii. The Democratic wildcat money 
proposed would l»e "elastic," indeed. It 
would be elastic in value as well as in 
volume— worth its face valoe one dav, 
B I per rent, the next, and perhaps noth- 
ing at all in three months. 

We cannot wonder at the lame de- 
fense the ex-Secretary has made of a 
policy which he knows would be disas- 
trous to the business interests of the 
whole country, and especially in the 
financial metropolis. It is part of his 
official creed this year, however, and he 
had to try to defend it. The very fact 
that such a man as Mr. Fairchild Is 
compelled to proclaim his allegiance to 
such a wild financial hereHy shows bmj 
imminent the danger is, if the Demo- 
cratic party should succeed In thet 
ing election, of the Immediate abolition 
of the banking system ami of a return 
to the monetary chaos of the fifties.

As you see, th 
whole thing is very simple, and 
think very rational By irrigattoi 
1 removed the cholera poison with 
out weakening the patient I keep him 
well nourished meanwhile, to sustain 
strength. In twenty-four out of twen- 
ty-seven eases I have had confided to 
me, I have been oble to report cures. 
To convince myself scientifically of the 
Talue of my method, I should like to 
experiment on at least one hundred 
more cases. I believe I am on the right 
track. If we remove the cause of the 
disease we cure the patient.
